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PREFACE 



It is now two hundred years since Robert Day, one of the early 
settlers of Hartford, and the ancestor of those whose names are 
recorded in the following pages, was gathered to his fathers. In 
presenting therefore to his numerous living descendants, on the 
second centennial anniversary of his death, this enlarged edition 
of their Family Register, the intention has been to render it a 
commemorative offering. Scattered as they already are, and every 
year becoming more widely separated, it has been the hope of the 
compiler in laboring to preserve the memory of their Puritan 
lineage, that this Register, borne with them as they leave their 
fathers' sepulchres, will ever remind them of the obligation they 
are under, as descendants of the early settlers of New England, 
to cherish the virtues of their Pilgrim ancestors, and in testimony 
of their descent to uphold and support wherever they may dwell, 
freedom, law, learning and religion. 

The small edition of this Register, printed at New Haven in 
1840, was not only soon exhausted, but was found to contain, 
what indeed with the information then had it was impossible to 
avoid, some serious errors. These, witli a considerable number of 
smaller mistakes, have been corrected and important additions 
made, by which the number of names is nearly doubled. Still, it 
is not expected that the present edition will be found entirely free 
from error. In consequence of the great variety of sources from 
which information of the kind is gathered, and the defective ac- 
curacy of many informants, perfect correctness is probably out 
of the question. No means, however, have been left unemployed 
to approximate to it as nearly as possible. 

Where the genealogy of any branch has not been followed out, 
or where dates are wanting, no further information could be ob- 
tained. There are some families of whom their nearest surviving 
relatives have wholly lost sight The compiler would respectfully 
request the aid of the family in supplying the deficiencies which 
exist. Although he does not expect to issue another edition of the 
Register, it is not impossible that a supplement containing addi- 
tions and corrections may hereafter be printed. 

The two most prominent changes in the plan of the Register 
consist in denominating what was called the Ck>lchester branch in 
the former edition the Hartford branch, and in reckoning the gen- 
erations in the running title according to the parents instead of

the children. The reason of the first mentioned change is that so 
many of the descendants of John Day (son of Robert) have been 
traced — and among others the entire Northampton branch — 
whose ancestors never resided in CJolchester, as to render the 
former designation obviously inappropriate. 

A sufficient explanation of the delay which will be experienced 
before the members of the family will receive their copies, will be 
found in the necessity of sending 'proof-sheets to different and dis- 
tant parts of the country. A few copies extra will be struck off 
and left at the book store of Mr. Horace Day in New Haven, Conn., 
and also with Mr. Aaron Day in West Springfield, of either of 
whom they may be ordered by members of the family who are not 
supplied, on inclosing (post paid) one dollar, for which one copy 
will be sent. 

In addition to the gentlemen who aided him in the preparation 
of the first edition, the compiler desires to express his acknowl- 
edgements to Mr. Horace H. Day of New York, Mr. James I. Day 
of New Orleans, and Mr. Thomas D. Day of St. Louis, for their 
liberal pecuniary aid; also to Mrs. Charles Day and Mr. Guy B. 
Day of Colchester, to whom the members of that branch are in- 
debted for the careful examination of the Colchester records and 
tomb-stones; and to Rev. Hiram Day of South Cornwall, Conn., 
and Mr. Gideon Day of Monson, Mass. 

For the valuable additions to the notices of the early settlers of 
New England of the name of Day, which will be found in the in- 
troduction, the family are under obligation to Hon. James Savage, 
by whose liberality the entire article under that name as it now 
stands in the manuscript copy of the forthcoming edition of Farm- 
er's Genealogical Register, on which he is now engaged, has been 
placed in the hands of the compiler. It has certainly been no 
small privilege, also, in preparing this edition, to be able to. refer 
in cases of difficulty to Sylvester Judd, Esq., of this town, whose 
wide acquaintance with the history of the Connecticut river val- 
ley, and accurate knowledge of the genealogy of the families in- 
habiting it, have rendered the present Register much more perfect 
than it would otherwise have been.

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INTRODUCTION 



It has been handed down by tradition that the family of Day 
originally came from Wales. This tradition is undoubtedly cor- 
rect. In a book of Heraldry, containing the arms of William Day, 
B.D., Provost of Eton College and Dean of Windsor, confirmed by 
William Flower, Norroy, on the 21st of October, 1582, in the twen- 
ty-fourth year of the reign of Queen Elizabeth, he is said to be 
"descended from the Dees of Wales, viz. being younger son of 
Richard Day, who was the son of Nicholas Day, the son of John 
Dee, (called by the English, Daye.) He was son of Morgan Dee, 
younger brother to Richard Dee, Welshman." 

Dee, signifying, it is said, dark or dingy, is the name of a small 
river in Wales, and was probably applied to some ancestor of the 
family, dwelling upon its banks, in order to distinguish him from 
others — just as Wickliffe took his name from the village in which 
he was born — and in time, the word Dee came to be written, ac- 
cording to its apparent sound, Daye or Day. This name, moreover, 
still prevails in Wales, and is there pronounced as in England and 
this country.* 

Within the first thirty years after the settlement of New Eng- 
land, eight persons of the name of Day are found upon record, 
viz. : — 

1. Robert, first of Cambridge, then of Hartford, Conn., who ar- 
rived in 1634, and was the ancestor of those whose names are 
given in the following pages. 

2. Robert of Ipswich, came over in 1635, in the Hopewell, Capt. 
Bundock, from London, aged 30: made freeman June 2, 1641, and 
was living in 1681. 

3. Ifathaniel of Ipswich, in 1637. (Kimball's Eccl. Sermon.) 

4. Stephen of Cambridge, who is considered by Thomas, in his 
history of printing, as the first printer in this country. He was 
brought over by Rev. Mr. Glover, who died on the passage; and 
begun business in March, 1639. He had probably a wife and fam- 
ily, as the death of a Stephen is on the record Dec. 1, 1639, and 
of Rebecca Oct. 17, 1658, presumed to be his son and wife. He 
died Dec. 22, 1668, aged 58. Thomas, vol. 1, pp. 227-234, gives a

catalogue of the books supposed to be printed by him. He was, 
perhaps, unthrifty, for the press passed into the hands of Green 
twenty years before Day's death, and Day wrought as a journey- 
man. Yet he was engaged in the settlement of Lancaster, in 1643, 
and Iiad received a grant of 300 acres in 1641, for his enterprise. 

5. Wenttoorth of Boston, received into the Church Sept. 12, 
1640, with prefix of respect, though a single man: member of the 
Artillery Company in 1640. He was perhaps the surgeon of Cam- 
bridge in 1652, who saved a woman accused as a witch: (Hale's 
Witchcraft, 65.) had Elizabeth bapt. Sept. 26, 1641, who died eight 
days after birth, and a son Wentworth, bapt. Aug, 13, 1643. 

6. Ralph of Dedham, made freeman in 1645, and died Oct 28, 
1677, naming in his will, Sept. 12, his wife Abigail, and children 
Johnj Ralph, Ma/ry (wife of John Payne,) and Abigail; also his 
son in law John Ruggles. His wife was daughter of Daniel Pond; 
but Ws first wife ^uaan, by whom he had four children, was daugh- 
ter of Jonathan Fairbanks, who in his will, 1668, speaks of her 
four children, and in the records of Dedham, are found Elizabeth, 
bapt. July 3, 1648, Mary, b. Nov. 9, 1649, Susan, b. in 1652, and 
John, b. April 15, 1654 ; followed by Abigail, daughter of Ralph and 
Abigail, b. April 6, 1661. From him are descended the Days in 
Wrentham, and also it is supposed in Attleborough, Ms. and Kill- 
ingly, Ot. 

7. Matthew of Cambridge, a printer, whose name is found in 
the imprint of Danforth's Almanac for 1647: was steward of Har- 
vard College in 1645: freeman in 1646: died in May, 1649. It is 
inferred from his will that he had neither wife nor child, because 
he gave most of his property to his mother, and to elder Frost, £4. 

8. Anthony of Gloucester, in 1645, had a wife Susanna and sev- 
eral children born after 1656. He died April 23, 1707, aged 91; 
his widow died Dec. 10, 1717, aged 94. 

Besides these, there were at a later period, (1.) John of Boston, 
in 1677, a merchant, who died that year. By his will, dated. Sept. 
4, he gives all his property to his brother Robert of Frome Wood- 
lands, near Warminster in Wilts, close to Somersetslhire, and de- 
scribes himself of the same: (2.) William of Boston, in 1669, a 
mariner. 

From these have descended, it is supposed, the greater part of 
those bearing the name in the United States. There are however 
a few of the name in Virginia, descended from one or more of 
the early settlers of that State. There are some also in Newark, 
N. J. who trace their descent from George Day, one of the first 
settlers of that place. Within the last few years, also, a consider- 
able number have been found, especially in the larger cities, who 
were born in Great Britain. 
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GENEALOGY 



The first knowledge we possess of our ancestor, Robert Day, 
commences with his emigration to America, in April, 1634. He 
was at that time thirty years of age, and was accompanied by his 
wife MwrVy aged twenty-eight, as is gathered from the list of pas- 
sengers of the bark, Elizabeth, in which he took passage from Ips- 
wich in England to Boston in New England. He was born there- 
fore about the year 1604. The efforts to trace him beyond this 
have been unsuccessful, and it is now probable that his parentage 
and the place of his birth must be to his descendants forever 
unknown. 

On his arrival in this country, he first settled in Newtown, now 
Cambridge. His wife Mary probably died soon after. He was 
made freeman May 6, 1635, which shows him to have belonged to 
some church in the jurisdiction. In 1639, we find him a resident 
of Hartford, Ck>nn., of which place he was one of the first settlers. 
As such his name is found on the monument erected to their mem- 
ory in that city. He was probably in the company of one hun- 
dred persons who, with their pastor. Rev. Mr. Hooker, penetrated 
through the wilderness in 1636. 

For his second wife, he married Editha Stehbina, sister of Dea. 
Edward Stebbins (or Stebbing) of Hartford, and had four chil- 
dren, two sons and two daughters, viz: 

1. *Thomas: the ancestor of the Springfield branch. 

2. *John: the ancestor of the Hartford branch. 

3. *8arah: who married Nathaniel Gunn of Hartford, Sept. 
1658; 2d husband, Samuel Kellogg of Hatfield, Nov. 24, 1664. She 
was slain with her son Joseph, by the Indians, Sept. 19, 1677. 

4. *Mary: who married Samuel Ely of Springfield, Oct 28, 1659: 
2d husband, Thomas Stebbins, April 12, 1694: 3d husband, Dea. 
John Coleman of Hatfield, Dec. 11, 1696. She died at Hatfield, in 
1725, quite aged. 

Robert died in Hartford, in 1648, aged 44. From a comparison 
of the dates of his will,* and of the inventory of his estate, it is 
evident that his death occurred between May and the middle of 
October in that year. His widow then married Dea. John Maynard 
of Hartford, who died without issue shortly after, leaving all his 
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property, which was considerable, to his wife's children, ** provided 
they carried themselyes .well towards their mother." * For her 
third hnsband, she married in 1658, Eliznr Holyoke of Springfield,

Impr'mis I give vnto my beloued wife Edatha Day my now dwelling 
howse and bowsing thereto adlosming, bowse Lott, Allso all 
my Land whereof I stand possessed, or that of right doth 
belong vnto mee, lying in Hartford, during the tarme of 
her naturall life: And at the end of her life, my will is that 
the said howse and land shall bee deuided in an equall pro- 
portion: my will allso is that all my howsehold stuff, and 
Cattle and other moueable goods shall bee my wiues to bring 
vp my children: And in case my wife should bee married 
to another man, then my surviers of my will shall haue 
power if they thinke good to take security for the bringing 
vp of the chidren, and for so much estate as shall bee 
thought meete by them, and to this my last Will and Tes- 
tament I make my wife my Executrix, and I doe desire my 
Deare Brethren Mr. Tailecoate, Wilerton, and Stebbing, to 
take care of and Assist my wife in the ordering her selfe 
and my children, and I give them power to doe what in their 
Judgments may bee for the best, to bring vp my Children 
and dispose of them, and that I leaue, for theire good 
And to this my will I sett to my hand the day aboue written.

To each name a number is attadhed which it retains under ail 
circumstances and by which it may always be distinguished from 
every other. For the sake of adding new names not at present 
known, and also of making it easy to tell at a glance how many 
children there were in a family, the numbering in each family 
ordinarily begins with a decimal. In some cases there are still 
wider gaps. Those known to have died are designated by a star. 
It is scarcely necessary to mention that b. signifies born; bapt, 
baptized; d., died, and m., married.

1, Thomas Day of Springfield, in the County of Hampshire with- 
in her Majesty's province of the Massachusetts Bay in New Eng 
land having by God's good hand of providence unto me attained 
to old age and being in daily expectation of my dissolution; yet 
through God's mercy towards me in ye enjoyment of a competent 
measure of health and in perfect memory, have thought good to 
make, appoint and constitute, this my last will and testament; 
hereby abrogating and nulling all other wills and testaments. And 
first I do! give and bequeath my soul to God,, my most merciful Fa- 
ther in Jesus Christ, hoping by ye merit of his Son my Saviour 
that I shall obtain eternal redemption and the forgiveness of my 
sins for his sake; and that my departing soul shall be received 
into the arms of hia everlasting mercy, being pardoned by the 
blood of my most dear Redeemer and Saviour, and sanctified by 
his Holy Spirit, to enjoy everlasting happiness in the kingdom of 
glory, forevermore. And my body I do commit to the earth, there 
to rest till the resurrection at which time I firmly believe I shall 
obtain resurrection of my dead body and reunion of my immortal 
soul and so to live with Christ to all eternity. 

And as to that portion of outward estate which God hath been 
pleased to bless me withal, I do hereby dispose of in manner fol- 
lowing: 

1st. I do give unto Sarah my well-beloved wife, in case she sur- 
vive and outlive me, the improvement of all my whole estate both 
lands and movables to be for her comfort and malntainance so 
long as she shall continue in the estate of widowhood and bear my 
name, together alsoe with all the Income of my estate in my son 
Jonathan's hand, that so she may be comfortably provided for. 
And further I do give unto my beloved wife aforesaid one third 
part of the moveable estate to be at her own dispose, according 
as she shall see convenient. 

2dly. I do give unto my son Thomas Day all my woolen wear- 
ing Clothes after my decease together with my best Hatt. 

3dly. I do give unto my son Samuel Day my lower lot in the 
Neck over the Great River, containing two acres more or less and

alsoe one third part of my land in the piece called Ashquenunseck 
Neck over the Great River aforesaid: moreover one fourth part 
of the Meadow called the World's End, the whole being ten acres. 

4thly. I do give to my son John Day my upper lot in ye Neck 
containing two acres more or less and one third part of my land 
in Asquenunseck aforesaid, the whole being twenty three acres 
and also cme fourth part of my land at the place called the World's 
End aforesaid. 

5thly. I do give untoi my son Ebenezer Day three acres and a 
half of land in the plain above End Brook, being the whole of my 
land in that place: and alsoe four acres of land lying upon the 
hill lying between the landB of James Warriner, Jun. and William 
Warriner; only provided that if my son Jonathan Day see cause 
to pay unto my son Ebenezer Day nine pounds cash within the 
space of two years after the decease of myself or wife which shall 
last happen that then the aboves'd four acres of land on the hill 
shall be his. Further, I do give unto my son Ebenezer one third 
part of my land in Asquenunseck Neck, he having his choice which 
side of the lot to take the land; and also one fowrth part of my 
land at the World's End Meadow. 

6thly. I do give to my son Jonathan Day six acres of land ly- 
ing on the back sid^ of my pasture on Garden Brook and one 
fourth part of my land at ye World's End, he having his choice 
which side of the land to take it, and alsoe all my rights in the 
Outward Commons. 

7thly. I do give unto my three daughters, Sarah Burt, Mary Mi- 
rick and Abigail Warriner, that is to say to each daughter partic- 
ularly the sum of nine pounds apiece as money to be paid out of 
the moveables if it hold out so much and what overplus there 
may happen to be in the moveables more than to pay the daugh- 
ters their respective portions, to be equally divided among all my 
children. It is to be understood that all the improveable lands in 
my estate be improved by my son Jonathan according to covenant 
and agreement with him so long as either myself or wife shall 
continue and then the will to take place. And further what mon- 
eys shall happen to be in the house at my decease, I give unto 
my well-beloved wife for her supply and maintenance, if God so 
order that shee survive and that my funeral charges and what 
other debts may happen, to be paid out of the estate. And whereas 
1 have twenty six acres of land granted to me on the south side of 
Agawam River, I do give the same to my two sons Samuel and 
John Day. 

I being very desirous to maintain love and unanimity among my 
children, if any of them shall go about to break my will, they 
shall forfeit their respective portions. And I do hereby order 
and appoint my well-beloved wife executrix and my two sons 
John Day and John Mirick executors to this my last will and 
testament. And to the confirmation of these presents I have 
hereto set my hand and seal this 29th day of May, 1711.

In his summary of the second edition of this genealogical regis- 
ter Rev. George Day, one of the most distinguished members of 
the family, then of Northampton, Massachusetts, remarked that 
"very few of the family have been in any way distinguished." 
But it is fair to add that those few have been so distinguished 
as to add luster to the whole family name, and that the general 
average of those who bear the name is so high that while not in- 
dividually distinguished they are as a class worthy of the highest 
esteem. Especially has the family been prominent in the pioneer 
work which has opened America to civilization and given to It 
its high character. 

Mr. Thomas Day, born in Springfield in 1659, was the son of 
a woman of distinguished name, Sarah Cooper, whose father was 
killed by the Indians when the town was burnt. The will which is 
given under his name in this volume bears witness to his high 
character and broad accomplishments. As we come down fn. the 
list there is a constant succession of large families gradually sub- 
duing the wilderness lying west of the Connecticut River. 

Fourth Generation. 

Of the fourth generation Samuel II. of West Springfield, Massa- 
chusetts, was deacon of the church. Aaron of West Springfield 
graduated at Yale College in 1738. Benjamin of West Springfield 
was a colonel during the French and Indian wars. Most distin- 
guished of all, perhaps, was William born in West Springfield, 
October 23, 1715. "Most of his life was spent in the sea-faring 
business and was filled up with stirring events, and thrilling ad- 
ventures, 'as those who go down to the sea in ships and do busi- 
ness in great waters usually are.* He was in the service during the 
French War, holding his commission under the King of England. 
His vessel was captured at one time and be was carried a prisoner 
to France and was in prison there for two years. When released 
he begged the privilege of taking his old boots with, him, which 
was granted; the boot heels were filled with guineas. For meri- 
torious service during the war in cai)turing four French frigates, 
and bringing them into Plymouth harbor, he was in honor of his 
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brayery and achieyement, presented by the admiralty ol England, 
witli a large iiaintlng by Copley, commemoratiye of the eyent of 
his bringing them all into port He is represoited standing on 
the deck of his ship, spy glass in hand, calmly yiewing the seme 
with the conscious pride of the ylctorlons heio swelling in his 
breast, and lighting up his features." ("History of the Day 
Family read at the SOth Birthday Celebration of James Day, Au- 
gust 27, 1887." By Mrs. E. D. Austin.) 

When on shore William made his home in Sheffield, Berkshire 
County, Kassachusetts, and was actiye in town affairs up to his 
death in 1797 at the age of 82. Afterwards another branch of 
the family remoyed his remains to the Peabody Cemetery in 
Springfield, Massachusettfi, and erected there a monument to his 
memory. On the first face of this there is the following inscrip- 
tion, — the poetical portion haying been copied from the original 
monument in Sheffield, consisting of lines which had been com- 
posed by the aged patriot himself. 

"In memory of Capt William Day Bom in Springfield Oct 26, 
1715. died in Sheffield March 22, 1797 aged 82 years. The action 
represented here was fou^t during the French War about the 
year 1760 by Capt William Day."

'Through yarious climes and tempests tossed. 
From sea to sea and coast to coast, 
Through dangers of the de^ profound. 
Each scene kind Heayen with safely crowned. 
The storms and trials of life now o'er. 
In death I reach a peaceful shore; 
And when that sleeping dust shall rise 
To meet my Sayiour in the Skies, 
May I appear in bri^t array.

On the third face is the following: — 

"In memory of Mrs. Rhoda Day wife of Capt. William Day, 
daughter of Major John Hubbell of Litchfield, Conn, died July 26, 
1795 at Sheffield aged 47 years. 



"Capt. William Day sailed in command of a frigate with a 
picked crew, encountering a fleet of fiye French ships in the Bay 
of Biscay. The Admirals Ship larger than his own was consider- 
ably in adyanoe of the others. He engaged and captured her be- 
fore the others came up, and neither yessel being much injured 
he diyided his force with the captured ship and the others com- 
ing he attacked them with such spirit that they all surrendered 
and he brought them all safe into Plymouth. (The scene on the 
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other side of this monuxuHit is taken from a portrait painted at 
the time, now in possession of his family.) Capt William Day 
soon after the war retired from the sea and settled in Sheffield, 
Mass. where he died. He was an active patriot in the revolution. 
He lived and enjoyed the esteem and respect of his friends and 
neighbors. His remains with those of his wife were removed from 
Sheffield and placed under this monument. This Monument is 
placed here by his Grandson Thomas D. Day of St. Louis.'' 

Fifth Generation. ^ 

Thomas D. who erected the monument Just described was the 
son of James of the fifth generation. James, like his father, won 
renown in naval warfare. In the war of 1812 he was in com- 
mand of a vessel which was so hard pressetl by an overpowering 
British squadron that he only escaped by running his vessel upon 
the rocks at Point Judith in Long Island Sound. For a short 
time he came to Sheffield, Ohio, to reside near his brother. 

Jeremiah of New Preston, Connecticut, was graduated at Yale 
College in 1756, and settled in Sharon, Connecticut, which town 
he represented in the General Assembly for two successive terms. 
He was ordained pastor of the Congregational church in New 
Preston in 1770. His son Jeremiah, born in New Preston, became 
President of Yale College. To his career we will return under 
the sixth generation. Benjamin II. of West Springfield was grad- 
uated from Yale College in 1768. John, the son of Captain William, 
removed to Sheffield, Ohio, in 1816 and was the progenitor of the 
branch of the family whose genealogy is given in the supplement 
to this volume. Ithamar H. removed to Hull, Canada, where he 
became the father of the distinguished Charles Dewey to be no- 
ticed hereafter. 

Sixth Generation. 
Of the sixth generation the Rev. Jeremiah Day, D.D., LL^D., 
was graduated from Yale College in 1795, was elected tutor in 
Williams College in 1796, became professor of mathematics and 
natural history in Yale College in 1801, and was president of the 
College from 1817-1846. Besides a series of mathematical text- 
books he wrote "An Inquiry concerning the Self Determining 
Power of the Will," and "An examination of President Bdwards 
on the Will." The first of these books passed into a second edition, 
and both continue to be standard works upon the subjects treated. 
Hon. Thomas Day, LL.D., brother of the preceding, also was gradu- 
ated at Yale College and was for a while tutor at Williams College. 
He was admitted to the bar in 1799, and from 1810-1835 was secre- 
tary of the state of Connecticut, and was for a long time president 
of the Connecticut Historical Society. Hon. Roland Day of Moravia, 
N. Y., was elected a member of the state legislature of that state 
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in 1821, and in the following year was a member of the Consti- 
tutional Convention of the state. In 1832 he was a member of 
Congress. Benjamin, son of Heman, was graduated at Yale Col- 
lege in 1812. Hon. Charles D. Day of Montreal, Canada, was one 
of her majesty's executive counsel for the province of Canada; 
solicitor general; member of the provincial parliament; and one 
of the Judges of the Queen's Bench at Montreal. Of the children 
of John who came to Sheffield in 1816, William, John II., Norman, 
and James became farmers in that township, William having been 
for some time one of the county judges. Kellogg was for some 
time a missionary to the Cherokee Indians, and Edmund for a 
considerable portion of his life practised medicine. Eleanor, the 
youngest of the two children born in Sheffield, Ohio, became prac- 
tically the historian of the family as is indicated by the quotation 
which we have taken from the historical sketch written by her 
and read at the eightieth birthday celebration of James Day on 
the 27th day of August, 1887. Altogether this sketch is a model 
piece of literature, and indicates the qualities of the writer which 
won for her so high a place in the esteem of the whole circle of 
relatives. To the day of her death "Aunt Eleanor" as she was 
called continued to be the center of attraction in the August pic- 
nics which were annually held, for the most part at her house. 

Sevemth Generation. 
Of the seventh generation, Rev. Henry N. Day of Hudson was 
graduated at Yale College in 1828, and for three years was tutor 
in the college. In 1837 he was ordained to the Congregational 
ministry and in 1840 elected professor of sacred rhetoric in the 
theological department of Western Reserve College. Rev. Am- 
brose Day of Westfleld, Mass., was ordained an evangelist In 
1830. Rev. George E. Day, D.D., was graduated at Yale College 
in 1833, and at Yale Divinity School in 1838, in which he was 
assistant instructor for two years in sacred literature. After pas- 
torates in Marlborough and Northampton, Mass., he was professor 
of Biblical literature in Lane Theological Seminary, Cincinnati, 
Ohio, from 1851-1866, when he was elected professor of the He- 
brew language and Biblical theology in Yale Divinity School, a po- 
sition which he held until his death. He was secretary, from its or- 
ganization, of the American Bible Revision Committee, in which he 
served as a member of the Old-Testament Company. Having taught 
in the New York Institution for the Deaf and Dumb for two years 
after graduating from college, he became deeply interested in 
deaf mute instruction and published two extended reports of his 
personal examination of the condition of deaf mute instruction in 
Europe, especially in regard to mechanical articulation. These 
reports appeared in 1845 and 1861. From 1863 to 1870 he edited 
the Theoloffical Eclectic^ a repertoiy of foreign theological liter- 
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ature, for which he translated from the Dutch and also published 
separately. Van Oosterzee's "Biblical Theology of the New Testa- 
ment" He also translated with additions Van Oosterzee on "Ti- 
tus" for Dr. Schaff*s edition of Lange's Commentary, and edited 
the American issue of Oehler's "Biblical Theology of the Old Tes- 
tament" with an introduction and additional notes. In his last 
years he was associated with Professor Charles M. Mead In pre- 
paring the American edition of the revised version of the Old 
Testament, published in 1901. 

Horace Day of New Haven, brother of George E., was graduated 
from Yale College in 1836. 

Pioneer Services of the Descendants of Thomas Day. 

Students of sociology cannot fail to be impressed with the debt 
we owe to the descendants of Thomas Day of Springfield, for the 
work which they have done as pioneers, both in opening up a new 
country for settlement and in laying foundations wherever they 
went for the advancement of all the higher forms of civilization. 
In glancing over the genealogy we see first a remarltable suc- 
cession of large families who at length filled the Connecticut Val- 
ley to overflowing, and then spread in successive waves westward 
into Connecticut, Massachusetts, and Vermont. A little later the 
families appear in New York, and at the opening of the 19th cen- 
tury they appear in full force on the Western Reserve of Ohio. 

Here it will be in place to notice more particularly the careers 
of the descendants of John Day, who removed from Sheffield, 
Massachusetts, to Sheflield, Ohio, in 1816. In 1794 John Day and 
Lydia Austin were married in Sheffield, Massachusetts, where they 
resided for twenty-one years until their removal to their new 
home in Ohio. Meanwhile ten children had come into the house- 
hold. How in the world the mother who at the time of her mar- 
riage is described as "a frail delicate girl of nineteen summers" 
could care for so large a family and look after the affairs of the 
household as they had to be looked after in those days it is diffi- 
cult for us of this generation to comprehend. The youngest one 
of her children, Eleanor, thus describes these duties. "In the 
spring the fiax was to be spun, woven into cloth and whitened for 
the family supply of linen. That is a very short statement of 
the matter of supply, and conveys to those of the present day no 
idea of the amount and severity of the labor to be petformed, of 
the many, many weary steps to be taken, the aches to be endured 
to accomplish all this. Later in the season the same process of 
spinning and weaving the wool, was to be gone through with for 
their winter clothing; all this cloth had to be made up of 
course. The modem woman even with the aid of a good sewing 
machine considers it a great task, a burden she can scarce endure 
to do the family sewing and her housework too. What would they 
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think if tliey had to make their cloth as well, as our mothers did? 
Besides there was the butter, and cheese to make, a large family 
to be fed and cared for, washing, ironing, mending, baking, brew- 
ing, cleaning and the many other things all housekeepers find to 
do, went on continually in the old home, the theater of our moth- 
er's unceasing industry. Into this home with its stirring activi- 
ties came every two years or more, a consignment of responsibil- 
ity, with its attendant supply of love, and a demand for care and 
they called it John or Norman or Fanny, and so on as it pleased 
them, and proceeded forthwith to make a place in the Day family 
for this fresh arrival of pink humanity. 

**There is always room, warm welcome and willing 'service in 
mother love, so the Day babies were all cordially received and the 
added burden of their care cheerfully taken up, although by what 
we have heard, we should judge the twelve of them all told did 
not receive as much attention, as one modern baby often gets. 
Still they got enough to make strong selfreliant men and women 
of them, and that was all that was needful." 

The journey from Massachusetts to Ohio, which now can be 
made with comfort in sixteen hours, required then twenty-two 
days of arduous exertion and strenuous self-denial. In January 1815 
Captain John Day joined with Jabez Burrell in the purchase of 
the tract of land now known as Sheffield, Lorain County, Ohio. 
After persuading several other persons to share the purchase with 
them they came to Sheffield in June to explore the township and 
to select lots for themselves and friends. On the 27th of the fol- 
lowing July, Captain Day and his wife and his nine children ar- 
rived at their destination in Ohio, after a journey in covered 
wagons of more than three weeks. The heavy household goods 
and farming utensils had at Schenectady, New York, been loaded 
on a small half decked schooner of about fifteen tons burden 
which was sailed up the Mohawk, locked around the obstruction 
of Little Falls and thence drawn through the rude canal which 
led into Oneida Lake and thence through the Oswego River to 
Lake Ontario. At Queenston the schooner was unloaded, put up- 
on cart wheels and drawn past Niagara Falls to Chippewa and 
there launched. Her cargo followed in like manner and was there 
reloaded. The schooner then proceeded through the lake and up 
Black River to the mouth of French Creek, where her cargo of 
salt and goods was landed on the Big Bottom. 

A log house was soon built and the slow work of clearing a 
heavy forest begun. Here in the course of four years two other 
children were added to the household, making twelve in all. But 
they were surrounded with other households of proportionate size. 
Captain Burrell with his eight children arrived a few days after. 
Henry Root and his wife and six children had preceded them 
by two or three months, while Captain Smith with his eight chil- 
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dren was already on tlie ground. Deer, and bears abounded in the 
forest and fish were abundant in the river, thus affording ready 
made a considerable portion of the food which was required. But 
bears were not altogether pleasant neighbors. Norman Day relates 
that in 1821 Peter Miller, a lad of 17, who was working for 
someone at the center of Sheffield, started to go home through the 
wilderness to his father's on the lake shore at Avon, five miles 
away. When he had gone one third of the way he met a bear 
and two cubs. To escape from the elder bruin that was coming 
towards him he hastily climbed a small smooth elm tree; but the 
bear followed him and seized one of his feet, when letting go her 
hold on the tree she fell to the ground, but quickly climbed the 
tree again with the same result as before. A third time the bear 
ascended when the l>oy frightened and exhausted lost his hold and 
both tumbled to the ground together. While the bear was col- 
lecting her thoughts amid the confusion, Peter ran back to the 
center of Sheffield, when the neighbors including Norman Day set 
out on a vain effort to find and secure the animal which had 
caused the trouble. 

True to their traditions the Day family in Sheffield immediately 
set up religious and educational institutions. In the winter of 
1816 religious meetings were commenced at the house of Captain 
Burrell, and in the absence of clergymen a sermon was read. In 
the spring of 1817 Alvan Coe preached the first sermon. In the 
fall of the same year Rev. Alvin Hyde began regular services in 
Sheffield and adjoining towns, and in 1818 the Congregational 
Church was formed, William Day being one of the original mem- 
bers. A log school house was soon built, near where the church 
now stands, and the first school in it was taught by Preston Pond 
from Keene, N. H. In June 1824 the town of Sheffield was or- 
ganized by the County Commissioners^ and John Day chosen as 
one of the trustees. The interest in religion and education thus 
shown has continued' in all the descendants of this pioneer family. 
At one time or another nearly all those who were l)om in Shef- 
field have pursued their higher education in Oberlin College, and 
it still remains true that nearly all the members of the family 
are professors of religion, and with Aunt Eleanor we can point 
with pride to the fact that the descendants of John Day "have 
never from their number furnished a criminal, or a drunkard, or 
a disreputable person of any kind." Not satisfied with knowl- 
edge attained in school. May, daughter of James Day, became a 
recognized authority in the botany of Lorain County so that she 
was constantly consulted by professors of Oberlin. The herbar- 
ium which she presented to the College contains some specimens 
that had not before been discovered in the County. Lydia, daugh- 
ter of Norman, became an equal authority In the botany of the 
Rocky Mountain region. 
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In due time tbe new hive swarmed; and as pioneers went out 
from Sheffield in Massachusetts, so again they went out from 
Sheffield, Ohio, to carry with them their habits of industry, econ- 
omy, and upright life, and spread broadcast the leaven so suc- 
cessfully brought from the ancestral home. 

As already remarked Kellogg Day was for many years a mis- 
sionary among the Cherokee Indians. Alfred, a son of John II., 
after having served three years in the Civil War took up his 
residence and has reared a large family in Mondovi, Wisconsin. 
His brother John I. early removed to Denmark, Iowa. Their sis- 
ter Lillie Sophia after marriage settled in Aberdeen, Washington. 
Delia M., daughter of Norman, after her mariage to Judge George 
Steele, was for more than forty years a resident of San Luis 
) Obispo, California. Lydia Amelia, daughter of Norman, removed 
to Montana in 1864, and narrowly escaped the Indian massacres 
which followed the Civil War. Frank, son of James; and Eu- 
gene and Everett, sons of William, were early settlers in Weeping 
Water, Nebraska. Their sister Marietta, after teaching for some 
time in Tabor College, Iowa, married and with her husband set- 
tled for life in Atlantic, Iowa. Celia, daughter of James, was one 
of the early settlers of Dakota, where she reared a family who 
have all become distinguished. Mary, Laura, and Harriet, daugh- 
ters of Kellogg, have all been active in promoting the good things 
in the Mississippi Valley, Harriet having spent most of her life 
as the wife of a* college president who was first at Pacific Uni- 
versity, Forest Grove, Oregon, and is now at Knox College, Gales- 
burg, Illinois. Harold Otis, son of Quincy Dorr, is rearing a 
family in Calgary, Alberta. 

Those who have served their country in the Civil War are Hi- 
ram A. Disbrow, husband of Marietta; G. F. Wright, husband of 
Maria ; Alfred, son of John ; Henry C. Bacon, husband of Eliza F. ; 
Cyrus Yale Durand, husband of Celia; and Frederic O., son of 
BYederick; while Carl Edmund, son of Frederic O., served in the 
Cuban War. (It is interesting also to note that Mr. Disbrow's 
father was in the Mexican War, while two grandfathers were in 
the War of 1812, and two great grandfathers in the War of the 
Revolution.) 

Though the size of the families like those of nearly all of the 
native born population of the United States has greatly diminished 
since 1850, so that the rate of increase has been less than when 
the first edition of this volume was published, there have been 
during the century since John Day and Lydia Austin were mar- 
ried 208 descendants (without counting those of the female line 
after the first generation) of whom more than 150 are now 
living.

In respect to the rate of increase, the family has doubled its 
numbers, the last two centuries, on an average, once in somewhat 
less than every twenty five years. If the increase should continue 
at the same rate, the next hundred years, the descendants of 
Robert Day, in the male line, would amount in the year 1948, to 
from thirty to fifty thousand souls. 

Of the nearly twenty-five hundred whose names are recorded in 
this register, four hundred and eighty one have become heads of 
families. Very few of the family have been In any way distin- 
guished. To a great extent they have been farmers. So far as 
is known, they have generally been useful and respectable members 
dOf society. In some of the branches, nearly every member has 
been a professor of religion. From the best information the com- 
piler has been able to obtain, !he has been led to the conclusion 
that the continuance of families in the same place from generation 
to generation is not usually favorabl^^ to enterprize and the highest 
success in life. Nineteen have been graduated at Tale College, 
one at Dartmouth, one at Williams, one at Amherst and one at 
Brown University. Eleven have been ministers of the Gosj^I, all 
of whom, with only one exception, are still living. Seven of these 
are connected with the Ck>ngregational, and the remaining three 
with the Baptist denomination. 

The average age of those wtio have become heads of families 
appears to have been about 68 years. The oldest person of the 
name was Col. Benjamin Day, who died in the year 1808, in his 
98th year. His daughter Lydia, (b. Nov. 1, 1759,) the widow of 
Henry Dwlght, Esq., is supposed to be the oldest member of the 
family now living.
